WASHINGTON — IFI - S p • c e 
officials said today they still ex­ 
pect to put an American in orbit 
around the earth some time next 
year despite the failure last Mon­ 
day of an attem pted test f l i g h t 
at Cape Canaveral, Fla.

A STRAY SIGNAL on Monday 
caused prem ature shutoff of the

down the Atlantic m issile range. 


At a news conference here of- 
ficiali disclosed that the accident­ 
al signal was due to a weakness 
inherent in the Redstone missile. 
They expressed surprise it had 
not shown up in some 80 previous 
Redstone flights. 


DR. J . T. KUETTNER, chief of 
the m anned Redstone project at 
NASA’s M arshall Space F l i g h t 
Center, Huntsville. Ala., said the 
weakness has been corrected and 
could not happen again.

Problems of operation of Ther­ 
mal Airport mounted today with 
disclosure that the State Division 
of Housing has forbidden further 
use of housing structures on the 
airport until repairs are made in 
compliance with an order of the 
Division which 
followed an in­ 
spection early in May. 
The disclosure came when C. 
J. McKillop. acting airports di 
rector, requested and was grant 
ed authorization from the Board 
of Supervisors to 
proceed with 
legal action to collect back rent 
from Ramon Soto of Thermal who 
leased the buildings to house Mex­ 
ican National laborers.

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City Manager Correct in Policy 


T1 lire’s more tlian » tentpest in » teapot 
in the recent set-to between City Manager 
Dan Wagner and the City Council. Right in 
the heart of it is an understanding, or mis­ 
understanding, of the function and position 
of a city manager. So, when Dan « agner 
says his job is not to set city policy, but to 
carry it out, he's absolutely right. 


Tlie city manager form of government, 
now overwhelmingly the choice of most cit­ 
ies. is based on one fundamental principle. 
That is that the legislative, policy-making 
functions of government should be separated 
from the administrative. 


As Wagner says, he is an employe of the 
council. His job is to administer the policies 


of the council throughout the w hole struc- 
tre of city government. His job is appointive, 
in theory as it should be in practice, not 
subject to whims or pressures of individuals 


or groups. 


T he theory h e re -a n d its a good o n e -is 
th at he doesn't choose a street to pave or 
light on the b asis of how its residents voted 
In the last election. That pressure should go 
on the council. They're elected and should 
lie responsive to and interpret the wishes of 
th e v oters. T hey set policies along those lines. 


D ie surest w ay to defeat the intent of city 
m anager governm ent is to attem pt to force 


th e city m anager to set policy. 


W agner is as right as h e can 1» in refus­ 


ing to do so. 


The 1960 Election Revisited 


WASHINGTON. D. C. —Dur­ 
ing the campaign. Senator Ken­ 
nedy stressed that it was a fight 
between the 
‘comfortable (R) 
and tha concerned (D)” — but 
the aftermath seems to show that 
it was between the reflective 
(R) and the regimented (D). 
In general, 
people able to 
think with clarity and to exe­ 
cute their judgment* with intel­ 
ligence appear to liave voted for 
Nixon. In general, people w h o 
followed the racial, religious par­ 
tisan and ideological line seem 
to hava voted for Kennedy. 


THERE ARE MANY indica­ 
tions which lead to these con­ 
clusions. The California returns 
show that the absentees — peo­ 
ple at a distance and thus more 
objective, people able to read 
and write, people with enough 
sense end responsibility to claim 
the voting privilege while away 
from home — went heavily for 
the Republican candidate 
The 
same California election show* 
how strongly the foreign-extract- 
ed. Catholic. Labor-led. Liberal- 
indoctrinated voters went f o r 
Kennedy 
With 
local 
adjustments, 
the 
California pattern holds in many 
States and throughout the nation. 
An Alabama editor told some of 
us at the Richmond (Vs.) meet­ 
ing of the National Conference 
of Editorial Writers that h ie 
mail ran 4 to 1 for Nixon in a 
State that went 57 to 43 per cent 
for Kennedy. The literate, t h a 
articulate, the letter - writing 
folk chose Nixon, but were out­ 


numbered by their opposite nuro- 
bar*. 


A SOUTH CAROLINA editor 
(A Kennedy supporter) frankly 
credited his State s presence ia 
the 
Democratic column 
to a 
coalition of “Negroes and po’ 
whites.” 
A Nebraska editor aaid that 
the ratio of pro-Nixon letters was 
well above the pro-Nixon vote. 
So it went in almost every re­ 
gion. I cite no names because 
my colleagues were t a l k i n g 
among friends and not for pub­ 
licity. but if there is a national 
picture beginning to emerge from 
a study of local results and in­ 
dica*. it ia that Kennedy’* elec­ 
toral vote margin was given to 
him by the thoughtless, t h a 
thriftless and by 
tha 
strange 
overlap of wrong - headedness 
which include* fringe elements 
of both the undereducated and 
tha over-educated. 


THE FACTUAL diagnosis of 
the 1960 election, as the data con­ 
tinues to come in for analysis, 
is something to shake the stout­ 
est heart that beats for the na­ 
tion'* future. But there is noth­ 
ing here that calls for despair. 
While Kennedy apparently got 
almost all tha low-grade voters, 
ha certainly attracted some of 
the other kind, although not as 
many as Nixon. The Vice Presi­ 
dent. toó. must have received 
some vote* of which he couldn’t 
be very proud — but in the 
main he owes his popular vote 
to persons with intellectual tough-

fore the state Senate Committee 
on Labor and Welfare, aaid her 
suggestion would help aolve one of 
the “ most nagging problems" in

Committee Chairman J a m e s 
Cobey. D-Merced, aaid efforts to 
legitimatize the children w o u l d 
"fly in the face of a considerable 
body of public opinion." 
Cobay said California law does 
not recognize common law m ar­ 
riages and that community m or­ 
ality frowns upon them. 


COBEY WAS SUPPORTED by 
Willis E 
Haines. Shasta County 
district attorney, whe said that the 
courts had held recently that com­ 
mon law husbands could not be 
charged with the support of chil­ 
dren. 
Both Haines and Mrs. Barbiarzz 
agreed that no evidence support 
ed charges that the ANC program 
encouraged the birth of illegitimate 
children by providing for t h e i r 
support. 


THE PROGRAM MIGHT p r o ­ 
mote family break-ups under pres­ 
ent regulations, Haines contended, 
because the mother can get more 
money from ANC than she could 
if she remained with a low-salar­ 
ied husband. 
J. M Wedemeyer, state director 
of social welfare, suggested that 
the state welfare laws be over­ 
hauled and simplified, but he said 
a blue-nbbon commission should 
be created to make recommenda­ 
tions leading to the revision.

by Ansel Adams and others and 
tha poetic narration of N a n c y 
Newhall, the reader is convinced 
of the urgent need to preserve at 
least a portion of eur remaining 
“wilderness" for the coming gen­ 
eration and all those to follow 
A real masterpiece of book mak­ 
ing is “Tha Kramlin" by David 
D. Duncan. In fact, it’s tha sort 
of thing that makes one wonder 
whether it wouldn’t be advisable 
to don gloves before handling! 


IN ADDITION TO an exciting 
and busy carear as journalist and 
photographer, (with Life magazine 
for 10 years) Duncan has found 
time to write and illustrate three 
serious books: 
“This Is War," 


"The Private World of PaWo Pi- 
caseo." and “Tha Kremlin." For 
the last, he gained permission in 
1956 from th# Soviets to use his 
color cameras without restriction 
in the Kremlin — an astounding 
and unprecedented privilege. 
Over a period of three years, he 
visited Moscow five times, pains­ 
takingly photographing the incal- 
cuable treasures of church a n d 
state to be found there. 
Using 
these pictures as points of de­ 
parture. he writes of the tyrants, 
heroes, and Skints of Russian his­ 
tory. Tha results will thrill you 
and give you a fascinating “peck" 
through the Iron Curtain."
